James, King of England, and this and. 


Having thus done, they came along-ſhore| 
to the Indian River, and left there alſo ſome 
Marks of their Poſſeſſion for the Crown of 
| England. This Ship went from Barbados 
to S. Cbriſtopber's, where they found twen- 
ty-cight Engli/þ Men and five Women, all 
the Inhabitants of that Iſland, who would 
have perſwaded the Captain of the Ship to 
leave ſome of his Men, or to have ſtay'd with | 
them for their better Security, until an- 
other Ship arriv'd, which they expected in 
three Months, but cou'd not ratings on 
him to do either. 
About this Fime, King James the Firſt, 
granted to the Earl of (arlisle and his Heirs, 
the Carribbee Iflands in the Weſt- Indies, to 
be a Province, by the Name of Carliola, 
with the Powers, Rights, Profits and Im- 
munties, in Manner and Extent equal to a 
Palatinate, and in Particular to that of Dur- 
ham in Exgland.

olonies: Amongſt whom, Sir Willam 
Courteen, a Gentleman of that Temper, 
Wand of a large Eſtate, having a Ship upon 
PDiſcoveries, (probably the Olive, before 
ention'd, to have rouch'd at Barbados,) 
pretending it an Iſland not before known, and 
giving it a wrong Latitude and Name; and 
being alſo inform'd from his Correſpondent 
in Zealand, that ſome Dutch Men of War 
ſent out with private Commiſſions againſt 
the Spaniards, had put into this Iſland, and 
Found it very pleaſant and promiſingly fer- 
ile, but no Strength either for its Culture 
or Defence: He, at his own Charge, ſet 
dut two Ships with Men and Arms, and all 
kind of Neceſſaries for planting and fortify- 
ing the Country. One of which Ships, 
1625, Feb. 17. Arriv'd at Barbados, 
ſhe was called the Villiam and Jobn, com- 
manded by Jobn Powel, who landed (on 
the Leeward Part of this Iſland, near the 
Hole- Town,) Thirty Men; of whom, 
William Arnold was one of the firſt that 
arl Nianded.

1630, June. Capt. Henry Hawley, ha- 
ving obtain'd a Grant of ſome Lands in this 
Iſland from the Earl of Carlisle, by fome 
unfair Arts and Management, came over 
Governor; to whom Sir William Tufton ſub- 
mitted, and delivered up the Government. 
He held a Seſſion on the 5th of July, and, 
by Conſent of his Council, confirm'd the 
former Laws. The Counſellors were Sir 
Richard Calvely, Capt. Anthony Marbury, 
Capt. Thomas Peers, Capt. Thomas Gibbs, 
Mr. Edmund Reed, Capt. Fobn Yates, Capt.

Auguſt, and the firſt of November, annually, 
It was alſo ordained, that ſuch as went off 
the Iſland without the Governor's Permiſſion, 
ſhould forfeit all their Eſtates, above their 
juſt Debts.

ing to fourteen Thouſand two Hundred and

Governor Bell held the Authority gran- 
ted him by the Earl of Carliſle, untill the 
Arrival of Francis Lord Wilkoughby of Par- 
ham, who, on the 26th of February 1646, 
farm'd the Iſlands from the Earl of Car- 
Isle, for the Term of twenty one Years, 
but ſent no Commiſſion, nor came over, 
till, 

1650, May 7th, When his Lordſhip ar- 
riv'd, as Lieutenant General and Chief Go- 
vernor of the whole Province of Carliola, 
under the Earl of Carlisle, by Virtue of 
a Leaſe, and the Earl's Commiſſion, with 
ample Authorities to act all the Powers in 
the Earls Patent. He conſented to ſeveral 
Laws, and had the Eteem of the Inha- 
bitants ; who for about four Months reſiſted 
the Fleet ſent to reduce this Iſland. And 
the Repreſentative Body of the Iſland being 
the Council and Aſſembly met together in 
the General Aſſembly, the 4th of November, 
1651, agreed to, and ſign'd a Declaration, 
ſetting forth their Loyalty, and firm In- 
tentions to defend his Majeity's juſt Intereſt, 
and lawfull Power, with the Perſon of the 
Lord Willoughby, and alſo the common Li- 
berties, Freedoms and Immunities, which,

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that Col. Humphrey Walrend, and ſeveral 
other Loyaliſts, ſhould forthwith depart the 
Iſland, and not return in leſs than a Year. 
Sir George having procured theſe Acts, he 
continued untill 

1652, March 29, When he left the Iſland, 
and appointed Daniel Searl, Eſq; Governor, 
who held it for the Parliament, Olives and 
his Son Richard, and by their Authority 
untill the Reams of Majeſty began to appear. 

In his Time many Laws were made, which 
re-enated many that had been before paſſed, 
and eſtabliſhed lach others, as were thought 
neceſſary for the good Government of the 
Iland, 

1660, July 16. Col. Themas Muddiferd 
became Governor from the Committee of 
Safety, and held the Government till the 

17th of December following, when Humpb- 
rey Walrond, Eſq; receiv'd a Commillion 
from Francis Lord Willoughby of Parham, 
dated the 24th of — 1660, founded 
on his Lordſhips Power from the Earl of 
Carliſie, with full Power to act all the Au- 
thorities of his Patent; and alſa his Maje- 
ity's Mandamus to be Preſident of the Coun- 
cil. He accordingly took upon him the 
Goverment, which he held till the Arrival 
of the Lerd Willoughby in 1663. In Col. 
Walrond's Time ſeveral very uſeful Laws 
were made, which are ſtill obſerved ; par-

ticularly that, eſtabliſhing the Courts of 
Common Pleas in this Iſland, and declarigg 
the Method and Manner of proceeding, both 
to Judgment and Execution, The Ifland 
by this Law is divided into five Precincts, 
and Monthly Courts appointed to be held at 
certain Times in the Year, for determining 
all Controverſies. 

In a Collection of ſeveral Tracts of the 
Lord Clarendon, that Noble Earl mentions 
the Diſputes that aroſe after King CHAaRLes 
the Second's Reſtoration, concerning this 
Iſland, and the Trouble his Majeſty had in 
ſettling the ſeveral Claims and Pretenſions 
that came before him, in which his Lord. 
ſhip had a great Share. He aſſerts, what 
was never known before in this Iſland, that 
it was proved, that the Earl of Marlborough, 
Lord High Treaſurer of England, had be- 
fore the Earl of Carliſle, the INand of Barba- 
dos, and the adjacent Iſlands firſt granted to 
him ; who afterwards conſented, that thoſe 
Illands ſhould be granted to the Earl of 
Carliſie, upon Payment of Three Hundred 
Pounds a Year, out of the firſt Protts of the 
Plantations, The Flanters (his Lordſhip 
fays) deſired Leave to proſecute a Suit in 
his Majeſty's Name. at their own Charge, 
in the Court of Exchequer, to repeal the 
Grant to the Earl of Carliſe, and that the 


King would take the Colony under his Pro- 
tection; 
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tection; but if his Majeſty would not ſuffer 

Charter to be repealed, that he would 
leave thoſe, who claim'd under the Earl of 
Carliſle's Patent, to their Remedy at Law, 
and leave the Planters to their own Defence, 
which they hoped in Juſtice could not be 
deny'd to them, ſince they alone had been 
at the Charge to ſettle the Plantation, which 
brought a great Revenue every Year to his 
Majeſty, when the Earl had not been at the 
leaſt Expence thereupon. His Lordſhip ob- 


ſerves, that after the Caſe had been fully 


ſtated, and every Man's Intereſt or Pretence 
clearly conſidered, it was determined, that 
the Earl of Kinnoul, who claim'd under the 
Earl of Carliſie, ſhould procure the Patent 
to be brought in and ſurrender'd ; That the 
Lord Willoughby ſhould enjoy the Benefit of 
his Contract with the Earl of Carliſie, for 
the Remainder of the Term then unexpired : 
That he ſhould haſten to the Iſland, and call 
an Aſſembly, to the End, that ſuch an Impo- 
ſition might be agreed upon, to be paid to 
his Majeſty, as ſhould be reaſonable, in 
conſideration of the great Benefit the Plan- 
ters had receiv*d, ahd ſhould enjoy, in being 
continued and ſecured in their ſeveral 
Plantations of which it is ſaid, they were as 
It were but Tenants at Will, having no other 
pretence of Right but the Poſſeſſion ; an4 
therefore, that thoſe Merchants and Planters, 

who 
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who had petitioned the King, ſhould accord- 
ing to their Ohlig tion and Promiſe, made 
by them to his Majeſty, uſe all their Credit 
with thoſe in the Iſland, that the Impoſition 
might ariſe to ſuch a proportion, that the 
Revenue might anſwer the Ends propoſed; 
and that one Moiety of that Revenue ſhould 
be enjoyed by the Lord Willougbly for his 
Term: That the Annuity of Three Hun- 
dred pounds a Year, ſhould be paid to the 
Earl of Marlborough; and that ſuch Al- 
lotment, as his Majeſty ſhould make to the 
Earl of Kinnoul, ſhould be likewiſe. firſt 
pan and then, the Remainder of the

This Law recited the firſt Grant 
given to the Earl of Carliſle ; that his Ma- 
jeſty, by Purchaſe had inveſted himſelf in 
all Rights of the Earl, had taken the 
Iſland into his Royal Protection, appointed 
the Lord Willoughby Governor, with full 
Power to grant, confirm, and aſſure to the 
Inhabitants and their Heirs for ever, all 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments ; 
and further recited, ws by Virtue of _ 

ar] 
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Earl. of Carliſte's Patent, divers Governors 
and Agents had been ſent over hither, with 
Authority to lay out, ſet, grant, or con. 
vey in Parcels, the Lands within this 
Iſland, to ſuch Perſons as they ſhould 
think ke 1 ; which was, by them, in their 
_ reſpective Times, as much as in them lay, 
accordingly performed. But, as many 
had loſt their Grants, Warrants, and other 
Evidences for their Lands; and others, by 
Reaſon of the Ignorance of thoſe Times, 
wanted ſufficient and legal Words to create 
Inheritances in them and their Heirs ; and 
others, that never recorded their Grants, 
or Warrants; and others, that could make 
no Proof of any Grants or Warrants they 
ever had for their Lands, had been long 
and quiet Poſſeſſors of the ſame, and be- 
ſtowed great Charges thereon ; and as the 
Acknowledgment of Forty Pounds of Cot- 
ton per Head, and other Taxes and Com- 
poſitions formerly raiſed to the Earl of 
Carliſie, was held very heavy; for a full 
Remedy, therefore, for all Defects, and quiet. 
ing the Poſſeſſions and ſettling the Tenures of 
the Inhabitants of this Iſland, It is Enatted, 
That, notwithſtanding the Defects atore-

That all and every the Payments of Forty 


Pounds of Cotton per Heid, and all 
other Duties, Rents, and Arrears of Rents, 
which had, or might have been levied, be, 
from thenceforth, abſolutely and fully re- 
leaſed, and made void ; and that the Inha- 
bitants of this INand have and hold their 
ſeveral Plantations, to them and their 
Heirs for ever, in free and common Soc- 
cage, on paying, if demanded, an Ear of 
Indian Corn yearly to his Majeſty, his Heirs 
and Succeſſors, for ever, in full and free 
Diſcharge of ail Rents and Services, for the 
future whatever. Then follows in the 
ſame Clauſe, theſe Words, In Conſidera- 
* tion of the Releaſe of the ſaid Forty 
Pounds, and in Conſideration of the Con- 
firmation of all Eſtates in this Iſland, as 
* aforeſaid ; and in Acknowledgment of 
his Majeſty's Grace and Favour in ſend- 
ing to, and appointing over us his ſaid 
* Excellency, of whoſe Prudence, and mo» 
* derate Government, we have heretofore 
had large Experience, and do reſt moſt 
* aſſured thereof for the future,

foraſmuch as nothing conduceth more to 
the Peace and Proſperity of any Place, 
and the Protection of every ſingle Per. 
ſon therein, than that the Publick Reve- 
venue thereof may be, in ſome Meafure,

here, the publick Meeting of the Seſſions, 
the often Attendance of the Council, the

* Seffions Houſe and Priſon, and all other 
« publick Charges incumbent ou the Govern- 
ment, do, in Confideration thereof, give and 
grant unto his Majeſty, his Heirs, and Suc- 
ceſſors for ever, an Impoſt, or Cuſtom, 
* upon all dead Commodities, of the 
Growth or Produce of this Iſland, that 
< ſhall be ſhipped off the ſame four and a

Previded, I hat nothing contained in the ſaid 
AQ ſhould extend to bar his Majefty, or 
his Excellency, ſrom his or their Right to 
any Land granted, or any Inchroachments 
mace upon the Sea, fince the Year 1690, 
or to the Ten Thouſand Acres called the 
Mercha: ts Land; but that the Growth and

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| liable to any Tax, Impoſt, or Cuſtom im- 


poſed by the ſaid Act. I 

From this Law it is plain, That the Re- 
preſentatives of the People could not be 
prevailed on to burthen the Inhabitants with 
any Duties, or Cuſtoms, for the Uſes and 
Purpoſes mentioned by Lord Clarendon, but 
that this Duty was granted, and intended 10 
be applied to the paying all Publick Charges 
incumbent 6n the Government ; which, had 
it been done, the Inhabitants would have 
been freed from all other Duties and Taxes 
ſince raiſed on them to anſwer the ſame Uſes 
and Purpoſes that this Impoſt was given to 
diſcharge. 

The paſſing of this Law was very diſa- 
greeable to many of the Inhabitants, who 
looked on it (as it really is) a very grievous 
Rent Charge on their Eftates, And Mr. 
Farmer, being a leading Man in the Iſland, 
had ſuch an Influence, that the Lord Vil- 
lughby was obliged inſtantly to ſeize and 
ſend him Priſoner a-board a Ship bound for 
London ; without which, he apprehended a 
general Revolt in the Iſland from his Ma- 
jelty's Obedience; and tranſmitted againſt 
him a direct full Charge of Mutiny, Sedi- 
tion, and Treaſon. And tho? Lord Claren- 
don ſays, Mr. Farmer could not deny the 
greateft Part of the Charge, and for his pre- 
remptory and inſolent Behaviour before hi, 


Majeſty, 
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Majeſty, it was thought neceſſary to com mit 
him; yet he was afterwards diſcharged from 
his Impriſonment, and lefr at Liberty to re- 
turn to this Iſland. 

This Lord Willoughby afterwards went 
off this Iſland to view and ſettle the Affairs 
of the Government of the Leeward Iſlands, 
and was loſt at Sea in a Hurricane : But be- 
fore his Departure from hence left Colonel 
Henry Willoughzy his Deputy - Governor 
during his Abſence, or further Pleaſure, And 
in Caſe of his departing from this Iſland be- 
fore his Lordſhip's Return, then he ap- 
pointed Colonel William Willoughby to be 

Deputy-Governor. After which, came from 
England a Commiſſion from his Majeſty, 

dated 
18666, Dec. 5. Appointing Henry Iii. 
loughby, Henry Hawley, and Samuel Bar- 
wick, Eſqrs. to execute the Powers of the 
Lord Francis Willoughby's Commiſſion, du- 
ring the Abſence of the ſaid Lord, or his 
Majeſty' s further Pleaſure ; and in the Ab- 
ſence of Henry Willoughby, William Wil. 
loughby to be one of the Triumvirate : In 
Purſuance of which Commiſſion, the Per- 
ſons firſt named therein took upon them the 
Government, and by a Declaration dated 
the 7th of March 1666, it was ſignified 
| 7 the Governor, Council, and Aſſembly, 
That the Government of this Place 225 
be 
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be according to the Laws of . England, 
and of this Iiland, as had been theretofore 
* uſed and practiſed. And for that the 
Laws which had been lawfully made, and 
were in Force in the Iſland, had been by 


many miſtaken, or miſunderſtood, an Act 


paſſed the 22d Day of March 1666, enti- 
tuled, * An AF for the better aſcertaining 
* the Laws of this Iſland,* which directed 
what Laws ſhould be of Force, and what 
ſhould be void : And Commiſſioners are 
thereby appointed to collect and compile 
all the Acts and Statutes in Force, which 
are directed to be entered and enrolled by the 
Secretary into one Book, without being 
mixed with any of the Laws made void. 
And ſuch Acts and Statutes ſo tranſcribed, 
entered, and enrolled, and none other, are 
to be taken and eſteemed to be the Acts and 
Statutes in Force made in this INland, which 


were to be publiſhed in the ſeveral Parith- 


Churches, and then returned to the Clerk 
of the Aſſembly, to be by him kept with 
the Books of the Aſſembly's Proceedings. 
The Commiſſioners, named in the ſaid 
Law on the 18th Day of July 1657, 
finiſhed their Compilement of the ſaid Acts, 


and made their Return; but ſpecially re- 


ported concerning two Statutes impoſing 
Cuſtoms on all the Commodities of this 
Iland hence exported, only one of which

thority in this Hand. After which Obſer- 
vation follows a Return, ſigned by two of 
thoſe Commiſſioners, to explain their firſt . 
Declaration concerning the Laws, they. men- 
_ tioned to be in Force. 4 
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The King's Confirmation of theſe Laws, 
not being (as is alledged) to be found, it has 
been ſaid, That theſe Laws mentioned to have 
been confirmed, may now be repealed. To which 
it has been anſwered, that if the Laws made 
in the Iſland, before the King purchas'd the 
le. Propriety of it were binding and effeual, and 
aidBdid not need a Confirmation, thoſe Laws muſt 
tſlremain in Force, and could not have been 
nſthyepealed by the Sovereign, without the Con- 
de · I ent of the Legiſlative Body of the Iſland.

Council and Aſſembly then in being, met 
and voted themſelves to be Governor, Coun- 
cil and Aſſembly untill his Majeſty's Plea- 
ſure was known, and did ſo act untill 

1669, When Wilkam Lord Willoughly 
returned again with. his Majeſty's Patent, 
bearing Date the 6th of December, 1669, 
appointing him Captain General and Go- 
vernor in Chief of Barbades only, during 
Pleaſure, with all the Powers of former 
Patents. 
1670, April 7, The Lord Willougbi) 
gave a Commiſſion to Chriſtopher Codring- 
ion, Eſq; to be Deputy Governor and Pre- 
ſident of the Council, during his Lordſhip's 
Pleaſure. 

1672, July 6. The Lord Willougbꝭy had 
a third Commiſſion to be Governor of Bar- 
b&dos during the King's Pleaſure ; in which 
Commiſſion it is provided, That the Laws 
which ſhould be made ſhould continue 1n 
Force only two Years, unleſs confirm'd 
by his Majeſty within that Time, And 
on granting this Commiſſion, his Majeſty

And 
they by their Commiſſion, dated the 22d of 
April, 1673, made Sir Peter Colletan (Pre- 
ſident of the Council) Commander in Chief,

4 674, Nov. Sir Fonathan Alkins arrived 
here Governor, with the ſame Powers and 
Authority as were laſt granted to Lord Wil- 
kem Willoughby, and continued untill 

1680, March 7. Sir Richard Dutton ar- 
rived Governor; by whoſe Commiſſion it 
was directed, that the Laws conſented to by 
him, ſhould be af Force, untill his Majeſty, - 
or his Succeſſor's Pleaſure be ſignified under 
their Seals: But this not to relate to ſuch 
Laws as had been formerly conſirm'd.

In this Commiſſion, the Councellors 
Names are inſerted; and on the Governor' 
Death or Abſence, they are directed to al:

of this Commiſſion : The eldeſt Councellor 
to. be Preſident, and exerciſe all other Pow. 
ers, which any former Preſident ever en-

1683, May 3. Jobn Witham, Eſq; ap- 
pointed Deputy Governor by Sir Richard 
Dutton, but reſtrained from paſſing Laws, 
or calling Aſſemblies. He continued till 
the Governor's Return, which happen'd 

1684, Sept. 10. Sir Richard Dutton again 
arriv'd Governor, and took Occaſion to ar- 
raign and try Wi:ham at a Grand Seſſions for 
Errors committed in the Government; and 
on Witham's appealing to his Majeſty, both 
of them were called to England.

1685. Col. Edwin Stede ſucceeded Sir 
Richard Dutton, being appointed by Letters 
Parent, dated July 15, 1685," from King 
James the Second, Lieutenant Governor, 
and Commander in Chief of Barbados, with 
the ſame Authorities as had been granted | in 
the laſt Commiſſion. 

The Lieutenant Governor, on the News 
of the Birth of a Prince of Vales, made a 
great Entertainment, and roaſted an Or 
whole; but, upon the Revolution, pro- 
claimed here, King WILLIAM and Queen

ved here Governor, and continu'd untill

rived Governor, who, by Exceſs in living

1698. Then the Hon. Ralph Grey, Eſq; 
arrived here Governor and Captain General 
of this and other the Carribbee Iſlands to 
Windward of Guardaleupe. This Governor 
by his Inſtructions had 12007, per Annum, 

allotted 
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allotted him out of the Duty of 4 and a half 
per Cent. to be receiv'd by him upon the 
Place, from the Sub-Commilſſioners ap- 
pointed to collect that Duty. Two of his 
Inſtructions were as follows. And we do 
particularly require and command, that 
no Money, or Value of Money whatſoever, 
be given or granted, by any Act or Order 
« of Aſſembly, to any Governor, Lieute- 
© nant Governor, or Commander in Chief 
of our ſaid Iſland, which ſhall not, accord- 
ing to the Stile of Acts of Parliament in 
England, be. mentioned to be given and 
granted unto us, with the humble Deſire 
© of ſuch Aſſembly, that the ſame be applied 
to the Uſe and Behoof of ſuch Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor. or Commander in 


Chief, if we ſhall ſo think fit. Or if we ſhall 


not approve of ſuch Gift or Application, 
* that the ſaid Money, or Value of Money, 
be then diſpoſed of, and appropriated to 
« ſuch other Uſes, as in the faid Act or Order 
$ ſhall be mentioned. And, that from the Time 
the ſame ſhall be raiſed, it remain in the 
Hands of the Receiver of that Iſland, 
© untill our Pleaſure be known therein, 
lou are not to ſuffer any Publick Mo- 
* ney whatſoever to be iſſued or diſpoſed of 
* otherwiſe than by Warrant under your 
* Hand, by, and with the Advice and Con- 
* ſentof our ſaid Council. But the Aſſem-

, This laſt Inſtruction «was not conſtrued to 


leſſen, but rather to increaſe the Rights 
of the Aſſembly, cobo adareſs'd for Pay- 
ment of all Sums, not aſcertained by Law, 
and cebich were net directed to be paid 
without ſuch Addreſs. 


A good Harmony ſubſiſted among the 
Inhabitants in this Governor's Time, who 
conſented to a Law, entitled, An Act to 
declare and aſcertain the Rights and Pow- 


© ers of the General Aſſembly of this 


* INand,.* Which Act was repealed the 18th 
* of May, 1699. 

In his Time an Act alſo paſſed, for print- 
ing the Laws of the Iſland ; in which it is 
Enacted, That the Book of Laws, when 
printed, ſhall be taken, deemed and held, 
© a good lawfull Statute Book of the ſaid 


* Iſland, in all Courts, and upon all Oc- 


caſions whatſoever, as the Statute Book of 
the Laws of England is deem'd, held, 


© and taken in that Kingdom.“ Whereby 


it is apprehended, that all the unrepeal'd 
| Statutes 
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Statutes contain'd in that Book, are inforced 
by that Law. 

Governor Grey continued untill 1701, 
when (his Brother the Earl of Tankerville 
Dying) he became Lord Grey, Raron of 
Wark, and in December follow! ing went for 
England. 

1701, Dec. Jobn Farmer, Eſq; became 
Preſident and continued till 

1703, May. Sir Beville Granville, Knight, 
Major General of her Majeſty's Armies, ar- 
rived Governor, when the Iſland was divided 
in Party Diſputes. . In June following, the 
Aſſembly reſolved, that a Preſent of Two 
Thouſand Pounds Sterling ſhou'd be made 
to the Governor, who laid before them three 
Inſtructions he had from her Majeſty in 
theſe Words. 

«* Whereas ſeveral Inconveniencies have 
* ariſen to our Government in the Plantati- 
* ons, by Gifts and Preſents made to our 
* Governors by the General Aſſemblies, we 
have thought fit, hereby to ſignify our 

* expreſs Will and Pleaſure, that neither 
you our Governor, nor any Governor, 
© Lieutenant Governor, Commander in Chief, 
or Preſident of the Council of our Ifland 
* of Barbados, for the Time being, do give 


your or their Conſent, to the paſſing any 


Law or Act, for any Gift or Preſent to 
© be made to you, or them by the Aſſem- 
H «* bly: 
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* bly: And, that neither you nor they do 
receive any Gift or Preſent from the 


4 Aſſembly or others. upon any Account, or 
in any Manner whatſoever, on Pain of our 


© higheſt Diſpleaſure, and of being recall'd 


from that our Government (which Inſtruc. 
tion has been ever ſince continued.) And, 
«* whereas the Salary of 1200 J. Sterling per 
* Annum, aſſigned out of the Duty of 4 and 
a half per Cent. ariſing in our Iſland of 
Barbados, for the Governor in Chief of 
that our Iſland, may not be ſufficient for his 
Support, we have been graciouſly pleaſed 
to give Direction, that 800 f. Sterling per 
Annum, be farther added out of the ſaid 
Duty of 4 and a half per Cent. to your 
preſent Salary, and to the Salary of the 
Governor of that our Iiland, for the Time 
being ; which, by ſuch Addition, will 
amount to two Thouſand Pounds. Sterling 
per Annu, and be a competent Maintenance 
for our Governor in Chief. And whereas, 


by this Increaſe of Salary, out of the Duty 


of 4 and a half per Cent. (according to the 
Intent of the Act of the Ajſembly, whereby 
the ſame is granted for maintaining the Ho- 
nour and D-gnity of the Government, and for 
other public Uſes.) the General Aſſembly 
of Barbados will have an Opportunity, and 
be in a Condition of applying thoſe large 
Sums, which they uſually gave in Preſents 
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to the Governors, or Lieutenant Gover- 


« nors, by yearly Levies, towards ſuch other 


« publick Uſes, as may be moſt neceſſary 
« for the Defence and Safety of the ſaid 
« INand, We do not doubt, but that in Con- 
ſideration of our Care in exempting our 

good Subjects from this cuſtgmary Bur- 
« then of Preſents, the ſaid Aſſembly may 
be the more eaſily induced to contribute 
in more ample and effectual Manner, to 


their own Safety and Preſervation. And 


wie do further direct and require, that this

But, tho? the Governor refus'd the Preſent 


tender'd to him, yet it is not doubted, but 


Means were found out to fink for his Uſe 
large Sums of the publick Money.

He had one half of the Salary aſſigned to 
the Governor, and continued till 

1507. When Mitford Crowe, Eſq; arriv'd 
Governor, who, finding the Inhabitants 
much divided among, themfelves, ſtruck - in 
with the Aſſembly, but being complain'd of, 
and call'd Home, 

1709. May, George Lillington Eſq ; be- 
came Preſident, and the Diſputes continu- 
ing, the Council refus'd to paſs an Excile 
Bill, inſiſting, that they had a Right to re- 
je or approve, as much as the Aſſembly had 
a Right to nominate a Treaſurer 3 which oc- 
caſion'd the Exciſe to be loſt for many 
Months. And this Diſpute being laid be- 
fore her Majefty, ſhe, by her Royal Order 
dated the 27th of Sept. 1710, was pleas'd 


to allow of the apppointment of a Treaſu- 


rer, made in the ſaid Bill, by the Aſſembly.

without inſiſting on a Right to diſapprove

rer. Mr. Lillingtox lived juſt to reſign 
the Government. 
1711, June. Robert Lowther, Eſq; arri- 
ved Governor, on whoſe Departure 
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1714, May. William Sharpe, Eſq; be- 
came Preſident a ſecond Time, and conti- 
nued until | 

1715, May. Rebert Lowther, Eſq; ar- 
rived here a ſecond Time Governor, and 
having ſuſpended Samuel Cox, Eſq; the eld- 
eſt Councillor, en his going off, 
1720, June. John Frere, Eſq; became 
Preſident, and continued fo, till, by a ſpe- 
cial Order from England, the ſame Year, 

Dec. Samuel Cox, Eſq, was directed to 
take upon him the Adminiſtration of the 
Government as Prefident ; and Lord Irwyn, 
and Lord Belbaven, who were appointed 
Governors, one after another, having dyed 
before their Arrival, Mr. Cox continu'd 
till | 

1922, Jan. 19. When Henry Worſley, 
Eſq; arriv'd Governor, at a Time when 
the People were miſerably divided among 
themſelves, even to Madneſs and Diſtracti- 


on; and having an Inſtruct ion to accept of 


the Settlement, which the firſt Aſſembly, he 
met, ſhould make on him, they, in , Order 
to ſecure his Friendſhip, and in Hopes, that 
his being entirely independant, wou'd engage 
him to do every thing he cou'd, for the Ad- 
vantage of the Iſland, allotted him Six 
Thouſand Pounds Sterling, at 30 per Cent, 
Exchange, to be paid him Annually, and 
laid a Tax, of 25, 6d. per Head, on Ne- 
groes

for diſcharging thereof, But he 


— fell i in with the other Party, who gave 
up, into his Dependant's Hands, all benefi- 
cial Offices, and comply*d, for a Time, 
with all his other Deſires. He ſhew'd great 
Stiffneſs in his Behaviour, and very little 
Complaiſance to the Inhabitants which at 
length occaſion'd every Member of the Aſ- 
ſembly to wiſh his Departure : But he a- 
voided all oppreſſive Acts; and was not lia- 
ble to be removed for any other Complaint, 
than to eaſe the Inhabitants of the exceſſive 
Settlement, that had been made on him. 

A Diſpute was rais'din Mr. Worſie)s Time, 
whether he legally continu'd Governor of 
this land, as he had no new Commiſſion at 
the Exviration of Six Months after King 
George the Firit's Death; for it was con- 
ceived, that, as the Statute of Qieen Any 
inforced the Proclamation, that had been 

uſually granted, for continuing Officers for 
the Space of Six Months and no longer, the 
ſecond Proclamation, for continuing him 
Governor after the Expiration of that Six 
Months, not being inforced by any Law, 
was not effectual for the Purpoſe; and 
therefore the Inhabitants hoped his Salary 
ceaſed, and they refuſed to pay the Tax im- 
poſed on them. But Mr. Worſley having 
obtained two Royal Orders in his Favour, 
and Suits being brought! in the Court of Ex- 
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chequer in Barbados, againſt ſome of the De- 
faulters, after a Shew of Defence, Judg- 
ments were given againſt them, and moſt 
of the Inhabitants paid the Duty laid on 
them; tho” it was apprehended, the Law 
had in expreſs Words acquitted them from 
all that remain'd due four Months after the 
Time of Payment in each Tear; but it 
was faid, that the King paid no Coſt, and 
every Perſon muſt, at his own Expence, de- 
fend the Suit brought againſt him, which 
wou'd amount to more than the Tax, and 
that induced 1t to be paid. 

In the Year 1728, when the Inhabitants 
began to diſpute the Payment of Mr. Wer- 
ich's Salary, he laid before the Aſſembly an 
Inſtruction from his Majeſty, in almoſt the 
fame Words, as that to Lord Grey, and 
which had been all along continued to the 
ſucceeding Governors without occaſioning 
any Diſpute, 

© You are not to ſuffer any publick Mo- 
* ney whatſoever, to be iſſued or diſpoſed 
* of otherwiſe than by Warrant under your 
Hand, by and with the Advice and Con- 
* ſent of our ſaid Council. But the Aſſem- 
* bly may, nevertheleſs be permitted, from 
Time to Time, to view and examine the 
* Accounts of Money, or Value of Money 
* diſpoſed of by Virtue of Laws made by 
| them, 
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them, which you are to fignify to them, 
as there ſhall be Occaſion,” 

This Inſtruction was then conſtrued by 
the Governor and Council to mean, that the 
Council alone, ſhould have the Exa mina- 
tion of all Accounts, and iſſue Orders for 
what Sums they thought proper, without 
thoſe Accounts. being previouſly laid before 
the Aſſembly for their Examination and 
Orders iſſued on their Addreſs, as had been 
uſual in many Caſes. But as this was a new 
Conſtruction of the Inſtruction, which had 
been conſider'd in another Manner, from the 
Time of Lord Grey; and the Aſſembly 
thought ſome Miſchiefs might ariſe, if the 
new Conſtruction was allow'd, when not the 
leaſt inconvenience cou'd happen, if the Aſ- 
ſembly had the previous Examination of 
Accounts before the iſſuing of Orders; and 
a View and Examination afterwards, cou'd 
anſwer no good Purpoſe ; they provided in 
an Exciſe Bill they paſs'd, and ſent up to 
the Council, That Orders ſhould iſſue on 
« ſome Occaſions, not otherwiſe directed by 
Law, on Addreſſes from the Aﬀembly.” 
Which Bill was diſagreed to by the Council, 

and being ſent Home by the Governor, at 
a Time the Inhabitants had no Agent to 
appear for them, an Order was obtained 
from his Majeſty, declaring, * That by ſome 
| | ? Clauſes 
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« Clauſes inſerted in that Bill, the Aſſembly 
« would deprive the Governor of the Power 
given him by his Majeſty, to ſign Warrants 
for the iſſuing of Monies, without their 
« Approbation firſt particularly obtain'd 
© for that Purpoſe : Which is mentioned to 
© be contrary to the conſtant Uſage of this 
« Iland, and of all other his Majeſty's Co- 
© lonies, and derogatory to his Majeſty's 
Royal Prerogative : Therefore, to diſ- 
© charge Attempts of the like Kind for the 
future, the ſaid Draught of the Exciſe 


« Bill was diſapproved, and all Perſons 


« were required to take Notice of that De- 
© termination, and govern themſelves ac- 
© cordingly. 

The Aſſembly did not think fit to inſert 
a Uſe in the future Exciſe Bills, for paying 
or allowing any Sum for the Purpoſes on 
which this Diſpute aroſe. But ſeveral Years 
after, the Perſons who had obtained Orders, 
laid the Accounts that had been examined 
by the Council, and whereon the Orders 
had iſſued, before the Aſſembly; who 
conſidering the Length of Time the Orders 
had remained unpaid, inſerted a, Uſe for 
their Diſcharge : So that the Diſpute was 
only injurious to the Creditors of the Pub- 
lick, who were obliged to lay their Ac. 
counts before the Aſſembly for their Exa- 
mination, after obtaining Orders from the

Governor and Council, that a Uſe might 
be inſerted for the Diſcharge of ſuch Orders, 
or any other Sums, the Aſſembly might 
provide for the Payment of. 
1731, Sept. Samuel Barwick, Eſq; on 
Mr. Worſley's going off, became Preſident ; 
but he dying, Ki 
1732, Jan. 1. James Dottin, Eſq; be- 
came Preſident, and continued fo til! 
1733. April 11. The Right Hon. Scroop 
Lord Viſcount Howe arrived Governor, 
who immediately gain'd the Affections of 
the People; but their Repreſentatives, tho 
they heartily wiſh'd that his Lordſhip had 
received the Salary paid the late Governor, 
yet as that was exceſſive, and much more 
than could have been afforded, the Aſſembly 
ſettled only Four Thouſand Pounds Current 
Money, per Annum, on his Lordſhip, 
And how much he was beloved and eſteemed 
will appear by the Title and Preamble of 
a Law paſs'd after his Death, entitled, 
An Act, the better to maniſeſt the Gra- 
titude of the People in this Iſland for 
the Benefits they received from the juſt 
and prudent Adminiſtration of his late 
Excellency, the Right Hon. Scroop Lord 
« Viſcount Howe, Baron of Cleonelly, our 
dcceas'd Governor.“ Part of the Pream- 
ble of that Act runs in theſe Words: 
»Whereas it has pleas'd Almighty God 3 
| | © take 
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take to himſelf our ſaid moſt worthy. 
Governor, under whoſe mild, ſteady and, 
« prudent Adminiſtration, the People of 
« this INand enjoy'd all the Happineſs that 
could be expected from a Nobleman of the 
t moſt exalted Virtues and uſeful Endowments, 
« zealouſly attached to their Intereſt, and inde- 
© fatigable in his Endeavours to promote it; 
«© who as well by putting an End to our inteſ- 
© tine Feuds and Animoſities, cultivating 
© Peace and a good Underſtanding with one 
* another and an impartial Diſtribution of 
© Tuſtice amongſt us, as by generouſly inter- 
© poſing in our Behalf at Home, repreſenting 
© our Caſe, ſtating our Hardſhips and inforcing 
© our Complaints and Petitions ; and, in a 
* Word, by diſcharging every Branch of bis 
* high Office with the utmoſt Fidelity, Honour 
and Sufficiency, had endear'd himſelf to 
© the Inhabitants ; ſtill having the trueſt 
© Senſe, and defirous always to retain the 
* moſt grateful Remembrance thergof. Again, 
* His Houſe was open to the Poor, the Indi- 
gent, and the Diſtreſt, ſo that what be re- 
© ceived from the Publick returned again to 
© it, and circulated amongſt the People, who 
© were every Day feeling the Benefit of bis 
* conſtant and unweary'd Labeurs for their 
* Service, which were reaſonably ſuppoſed 
* to have haſtened HO but will 75 
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* bis pious Memory for ever dear and valuable 
< to them, ES 
Theſe were not only the Sentiments of 
the Legiſlative Body but alſo of almoſt eve. 
individual Perſon on the Iſland, who 
likewiſe heartily concurred in what was men- 
tioned in the Act. That her Ladyſhip, 
© his moſt worthy but diſconſolate Relict, 
being a truly deſerving and accompliſhed 
© Lady had by ber prudent and engaging Con- 
dudt rendered herſelf in the higheſt Degree 
* acceptable bere. 

173% March 27. James Dottin, Eſq; the 
Day of his Lordſhip's Death became a ſe- 
cond Time Preſident, and cultivated the 
Harmony he found ſubſiſting. His Admi- 
niſtration was eaſy and generally commend- 
ed. He held the Chair till 

1739, Dec. 15. When the Hon. Ro- 
bert Byng, Eſq; arriv'd Governor. The 
Aſſembly then in being could not be pre- 
vailed on to ſettle on him during his Con- 
tinuance more than Two Thouſand Pounds 
Current Money, per Annum ; tho' 
preſented him with 2500 J: like Money, to 
reimburſe the Loſs of his Storeſhip taken 
by the Spaniards. He appeared much diſ- 

ſatisfy d at the Settlement, and had the 
Thanks of the Council for reminding them 
of the laſt mentioned Order obtained in Mr. 
. ; Wo rſley's 
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Worſley's Adminiſtration, which had been 
forgot. And the Council then enter'd into 
ſeveral Reſolves to prevent as was ſaid, the 
Aſſemblies incroaching on their Rights. 

Mr. Byng's Age, moderate Exerciſe, and 
temperate Living, promis'd a long Life; 
but being ſeiz'd with a malignant Fever, 
which had for ſome Years paſt been fatal to 
new Comers, he died *' of 

1740, Ofober 6. Then James Dottin, 
Eſq; became a third Time Freſident. Un- 
der whoſe Adminiſtration, may the People 
be happy, and the Iſland flouriſh. 

The Aſſembly met two Days after Mr. 
Byng's Death ; and on the Motion of Judge 
Bruce, their eldeſt Member, unanimouſly 
came to the following Reſolution. = 

That as many Diſadvantages and Miſ- 
© chiefs have been found to ariſe by Means 
* of Settlements, made by the General Aſ- 
* ſembly on Governors, this Houſe is now 
* abſolutely determined, not to make any 
© Settlement whatever on any future Go- 
* vernor. And that every Member of this 
* preſent Aſſembly, while he continues in 
* that Truſt, will ſteadily and unalterably 
* abide by this Reſolution, notwithſtanding 
any plaufible Reaſons or Pretences, that 
N won: bo urg'd to induce him to alter the 
* ſame. And this Houle molt earneſtly re- 

* com- 
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© commends and hopes all 1 Aſſemblies 

« will ſtrictly comply therewith.” 

This Reſolve was again confirm'd by the 
ſucceeding Aſſembly, on the Motion of 70. 
bias Frere, Eſq; who with Jobn Lyte, Eſq; 
Speaker; John Cobham, Foſeph Jordan, 
George Greme, and Jonas Maynard, Eſqrs. 
have Reſclced not to give any Sum or Sums 
of Money, or Value of Money, under any Name, 
upon any Pretence whatſoever, to any future 
Gevernor, or any Commander in Chief. 

The Aſſembly conceiving, · that as the 
Reprefentatives of the People, they have 
the ſole Right to aſcertain all Taxes and 
Impoſitions, and to preſcribe what Sums 
ſhall be paid. on any Occaſion, out of the 
Money rais'd by them; and, as they have 
no Authority to puniſh Offenders for any 
Mifapplication of the publick Money, they 
have alſo reſolved, not to agree to any A- 
mendments, that ſhall be propoſed by the 
Council to he made to any Money Bill, nor 
to provide for the Payment of Sums, (not 
aſcertain'd, or directed by Law to be paid in 
another Manner, without a previous Exa- 
mination of the Accounts, which the Coun- 
cil think they are, by his Majeſty's Inſtruc- 
tion, and Royal Order, expreſiy reſtrain' d 
from agreeing to. 

Every Member of the Aſſembly, on Mr. 
| Freres Motion, agreed to the following 
Reſolves. 1 
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That this Houſe will, on all Occafions, 
and in every Inſtance, inviolably ſupport 
and maintain the indubitable Rights and 
© Privileges of the People; and will at all 
« Times carefully avoid infringing any 
Right or Prerogative of the Crown. 
That this Houſe will raiſe no more 
« Taxes on the Inhabitants than are ab- 
+ ſolutely neceſſary for the Publick Ser- 
vice, nor leave any Room for a 1 
lication of any Part of the Money rais 
by them ; but ſtrictly guard this de 
whole ſhall be applicd for the real Service 
of this Iſland. 
That this Houſeas far as the Nature and 


«© Conſtitution of this Iſland will admit, will 


conform themſelves, as near as they poſ- 
ſibly can, in all Matters, wherein the 
Rights and Liberties of the People are 
any Ways concern'd, to the Pattern and 
Example of the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
* mons in Great Britain, 
That this Houſe will conſtantly and 
« chearfully propoſe and concur in every 
© Meaſure, they believe tends to the Publick 
Utility, as well as uſe their beſt Endea- 
vours, to preſerve that good Harmony, 
which ought always to ſubſiſt between eve- 
ry Branch of the Legiſlature, and which 
is abſolutely neceſſary to be promoted and 
cultivated by every one who wiſhes well 
FS to 
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© to-his Country, the Peace whereof, this 
< Houſe moſt ardently deſires ſhould ever 
© continue. ae 
As the Diſputes between the Council and 
Aſſembly have lately been fairly repre- 
ſented, it is to be hoped that ſome effectual 
proper Methods will be recommended to 
reconcile all Conteſts concerning the King's 
Prerogative, and the Rights of the Peo- 
le; both which ought equally to be invio- 
jably preſerved, ſupported and maintained ; 
ſince it muſt be allowed, that in all free Go- 
vernments, whenever the Ballance betwixt 
the different Branches is deſtroyed, (no Mat- 
ter which gains the Power) the Loſs of Li- 
herty ſoon follows.

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CONCLUSION. 


— the Conteſts which have been in 
this Iſland, the utter Ruin of which has 
ſeveral Times been near effected by the in- 
teſtine Diviſions among the Inhabitants, it 
may not be amiſs to inſert here ſome gene- 
ral Obſervations, which may perhaps more 
uſefully guide and influenge all Perſons for 
the future, than pointing out former Mi- 
ſtakes. 


The true Intereſt of every Man in So- 


* ciety, 1s the Welfare of that Society, upon 


* which his own muſt abſolutely depend. 

© It is an undeniable Maxim, that the firſt 
End and Deſign of all Government, was 
* for the Benefic of the whole People, and 
that no Governor wou'd ever have ven- 


© tured to oppreſs or plunder his People, if 


he had not firſt found he could blind them 
by ſuperſtitious Fears, divide them among 
* themſelves by Party Quarrels, or corrupt 
* one Side to betray another; and thus 
* make them the Inſtruments of their own 
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* © Deſtruftion, by a voluntary holding out 
© their Necks to receive a Yoke, which 
could otherwiſe never have been put upon 
© them. | 

A good Governor will never make an 
ill Uſe of his Power to gratify his Paſ. 
« ſions and ſerve his Purpoſes, nor appro- 
« priate thoſe Advantages to one particular 
< Perſon which ought to be enjoy'd in com- 
„ mon by all . 

When once all Eſteem is loſt, Hatred 
and Contempt will ſoon follow. 

Ilt ought ſurely, to be the capital Intereſt 
< of all Governors to promote, as far as 
they can, Principles of Honour and Pro- 
« bity in the Minds of their Subjects, by 
all ſuitable Rewards and Encouragements 
and more eſpecially by ſetting the firſt 
Examples themſelves, and preſerving as 
high an Opinion as is poſſible amongſt 
thoſe over whom they preſide. This 
would not only make their Adminiſtra- 
tion ſafe and eaſy, but the Submiſſion to 
it chearful and ſincere. There would be 
no Need of Artifice or Corruption, 
. Threatning or Violence to induce Men 
to come into ſuch Meaſures as they really 
thought intended for their Service. 
is the diſtinguiſhing Mark of true 
Wiſdom, that it will ſtand the longeſt, as 
well as the ſtricteſt Enquiry ; it will even,

in Time, overcome the ſtrongeſt Preju- 
« dices againſt it: Whereas Cunning the 
* mean Mimick of it, is always diſcover- 
ing it ſelf, by over- acting its Part; the 
« moſt ſucceſsful Artificies being, for the 
© moſt part, ſhort liv'd, and at the beſt, 
© always terminating, ſooner” or later, in 
* Infamy or Deſtruction. 

It is certain Truth, that ill Effects of 
ſome Kind or other, will always attend ill 
Practices. 

Penſionary De-Wit obſerves very right- 
ly, that, that is not to be called a good 
Government, where the Happineſs or Mi- 
« ſery of the Subject depends upon the good 
* or bad Qualities of thoſe that are at the 
Helm; but where the only Security of 
the Magiſtrates lies in the due Perform- 
© ance of his Office, and he has no other 
Way of making himſelf ſafe, but by 
making his People happy. Private Views 
are for ever mixing themſelves in publick 
Tranſactions ; and, what uſually goes 
under the ſpecious Name of Politicks, is, 
too often nothing more than the intereſted 
Schemes of a Faction or a Cabal. 
There is a Kind of publick Decorum, 
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In *. which. | is abſolutely neceſſary for the Sup- 


rt of all States, Society is a Sort of 

: 1 every Individual has his Part 
« to act; and, if even any of the loweſt 
K 2 Spring, 
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Springs are out of Order, the whole Frame 
ſuffers ſome Damage; and if it be con- 
niv'd at, and Jeft to grow and increaſe, 
Confuſion will follow. | 
That Miniſter ſerves his Maſter as ill as 
his Country, who is weak enough to frame 
Schemes of Greatneſs to the former, by 
corrupting, and conſequently enervatin 
and weakning the latter. 
« There is nothing more common in human 
Life, than to draw Inferences that are 
falſe, from Poſitions that are true; and 
this is owing rather to the Corruption of 
our Hearts, than the Weakneſs of our 
Heads. Thus for Inſtance, when a Man 
has entirely given himſelf up to a ſelfiſh 
Diſ-ofttion, and is in his own Imagination 
become, as it were, the Center of all the 
World about him, he 1s apt to tell you, 
that Intereſt governs Mankind, and that 
very little would be done or attempted 
that 1s confiderable, if it was not for the 
Expectation of ſome private Advantages ; 
that mutual Benefits create mutual Depen- 
dencies, and thoſe are neceſſary Cements 
of all Society ; that without this, we ſhould 
tall back into a State of Nature, and per- 
haps into a State of War with one an- 
other; and thus by this Way of Reaſon- 
ing, it appears plainly, that the moſt in- 
tereſted Men are the wiſeſt, and moſt 18 
Ml 
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ful Members of a Community. But the 
«* Fallacy of all this Sort of Diſcourſe will 
be eaſily ſeen, when we conſider, that In- 
tereſts are of two Kinds ; the Intereſt of 
the whole, and the Intereſt of the par- 
ticular; the one is GReaT and NoBLE, 
the other may be mean and ſcandalous : 
Nay they are often Oppoſites, the one 
being commonly deſtructive of the other. 
'Tis to theſe narrow and partial Views 
we owe moſt of the greateſt Inconvenien-

No Councellor is to be ſuf 
pended without g664 and ſufficient Reaſons, 
and by the Conſent of the Council, unleſs 
on an extraordinity Occiſion, not fit tp be 
communicated td the Council; and then the 
Reaſons for ſuch Suſpenſſons ate immediate. 
ly to be tranſmitted Home. The Governor 
is allow'd a Salary of two Theuſand Pounds 
Sterling per Anjium, payable out of the 4 and 
half per Cent. Duty; but he is intitled to no 
other Perquiſite, than a Third of Seizures, 
and reſtrain'd from teceiving any Gift or 
Preſent from̃ the A ſſembly or others, unleſs 
it be given as a Settlement by the firſt Aſ- 
ſembly he meets after his Arrival, and to 
continue at leaſt during his Government. 
On his Abſence or Death, the eldeſt Coun- 
cellor on the Iſland, is directed to take upon 
him the Adminiſtration of the Government; 
but is reſtrain'd from paſſing any Acts, but 
what are immediately Becrllüry b. the Peace 
and Welfare of the Iſland, or from diſſolving 
the Aſſembly then in being, or from remov- 
ing or ſuſpending any Officer, Civil or Mi- 
litay, without the Advice or Conſent of, at 
leaſt, ſeven of the Council; nor even then 
without good and ſufficient Reaſons for the 
ſame. The Preſident is allowed one half the 
Salary and Emoluments of Government al- 
latted to the Governor and Commander in 
Chief, for the Time being; and five Mem- 


bers 
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hers of Council make a. Quorum, to tranſact 
all publick Buſineſs, and te conſtitute a Court 
of Chancery, and Court of Errors; which 
-ourts are held monthly. | 
The Aſſembly conſiſt of Twenty two 
Members ; and are by Law, reſtrain'd from 
ſitting longer than one Year, The Free- 
holders jn every Pariſh, are impower'd b 
Law, to chuſe two Freeholders to be their 
Repreſentatives; and on the Expiration or 
Diſſolution of the Aſſembly, the Elections 
throughout the Iſland are directed to be made 
en the Monday after the third Publication of 
the Writ in the Pariſh-Church ; and when 
the Members are return'd to the Commander 
in Chief in Council, they take all the State 
Oaths, and declare, and ſubſcribe the Teſt, 
and then chuſe a Speaker, who can't act as 
ſuch, before he is preſented to, and approved 
of by the Commander in Chief, The Speaker 
and Eleven other Members make a Houſe 
for tranſacting all Buſineſs : they may make 
what Rules they think proper, which are 


binding on themſelyes : They have a Power 


to expel any of their Members; and may 
give Leave to two Members to go off the 
Idland, for ſix Months for the Recovery of 
their Health : They have a Right to judge 
of, and to determine all controverted Elec- 
tions ; but they can only adjourn themſelves 
from Day to Day; all longer Adjourn» 
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ments being to be made by Order of the 
Commander in Chief. The Aſſembly an- 
nually nominates the Treaſurer, the Store- 
keeper of the Magazine, the Agent, and 
the Comptroller of the Exciſe, as alſo an 
Inſpecter of Health, and the Gagers of 
Cak; but all thoſe Officers are to be ap- 
proved of by the Commander in Chief, and 


Council; which the Clerk, and Marſhall of 


the Aſſembly appointed by them, are not. 
The Aſſembly likewiſe aſcertains all Publick 
Levies; which can't be raiſed without their 


Conſent, and they preſcribe the Uſes where- 


'to the Money muſt be applied. 
Four of the Council, and Six of the AL 


ſembly, or any Six of them, are by Law 
appointed a Committee for ſettling the pub- 
lick Accounts of the Iland. 

The Governor has a Negative in the paſſ- 
ing of all Laws, which are to be laid before 
him for his onſideation, after being paſs'd 
by the Council and Aſſembly. 

Three of the Council and three of the 
Aſſembly, or any four of them, are ap- 
pointed a Committee to correſpond with 
the Agent i in Great-Britain, 

It is an Inſtruction from the Sovereign, 
That in the Choice and Nomination of the 
Members of Council, as alſo of the Chief 
Olacers, Judges Aſſiſtants and Juttices, 


the Commander in Chief is always to take 
Care 
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Care that they be Men of good Life, and 
rell affected ts the Government, and of good 
« Eftates and Abilities, and not neceſfitous 
© Perſons.” | 
A moſt beneficial Inſtruction indeed ! 

The Treaſurer muſt be enabled by an 
Act to pay any Publick Money ; or if a 
particular Appropriation is made, an Order 
muſt be obtained from the Commander in 
Chief, with the Conſent of the Council, on 
the Treaſurer for paying what is due. 

The Chief Juſtice of the Pleas of the 
Crown, and Chief Baron of the Court of 
Exchequer, is appointed by Commiſſion 
ſrom the Commander in Chief, and has four 
other Barons named with him ; and any 
three of the five make a Court for dater- 
mining all Matters. Bills or Information 
may be brought in the Equity Side of the 
Court ; but Suits in the Law vide, can only 
be maintained by or againſt the Commander 
in Chief, the Judicial and Miniſterial Offi- 
cers of the Court, the Attorney and Sollict- 
tor General, the Treaſurer, the Collectors 
2nd Receivers of the Cuſtoms, the Agent 
Victualler, the Eſcheator General and Ca- 


ſual Receiver, and the acting Deputy or De- 


puties of every ſuch Officer. The Court 
for determining common Matters, ſits 
Monthly all the Year ; and the Recoveries 
here, are more ſpcedy, and attended with 
| a greater 
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2 greater Expence than the Courts of Com- 


mon Pleas ; but the Chief Baron does not 
take the Probate of Deeds, nor are the Ju- 
rors that try Cauſes in this Court, Free- 
holders. | | 

The five Judges of the Courts of Com- 
mon Pleas, are appointed by Commiſſion 
from the Commander in Chief, and have 
each of them four Aſſiſtants named with 
him; any three of the five making a Court 
for determining all Suits for above the Sum 
of eight Pounds; which if not brought be- 
the Court by ſpecial Pleadings, may, the 
the fourth Court after being enter'd, be try'd 
by a Jury of twelve Freeholders, choſen gut 
of twenty-four ſummon'd Monthly for that 
Purpoſe ; but all Demands under 8 J. if con- 
teſted, are to be'try'd by one of the Mem- 
bers of the Court, the firſt Court after 
Entry. The Chief Judges of theſe Courts 
take the Probate of all Deeds, which is the 
greateſt Profit of the Office. 

The ſole Judge of the Court of Vice- 
Admiralty is a Patent Officer ; but for 
many Years paſs'd, has acted under a Com- 
miſſion from the Commander in Chief. 

The Attorney General is appointed by 
Patent. 785 

The Sollicitor and the Eſcheator General, 
are appointed by Commiſſion from the 
Governor. 25

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The two Maſters in Chancery are appoint- 
ed by the Commander in Chief, 

The Caſual Receiver has his Commiſſion 
from England. | 

The Juſtices of the Peace are appointed 
by a Commiſſion which generally iſſues ſoon 
after a Governor's Arrival; and one of the 
Perſons named in that Commiſſion, is no- 


minated every half Year, by the Comman- 


der in Chief, ' with the Conſent of the Coun- 
cil, to preſide as Chief Juſtice of the Court 
of Grand Seſſions, which is appointed by 
Law to be held twice a Year in the Months 
of June and December. The Chief Juſtice, 
with five other Juſtices are impower'd to 
hold the Court; to which is return'd fix 
Freeholders from every Pariſh, who mutt 
be Inhabitants in the Pariſh (for which they 
are return'd) to ſerve on the Grand Inqueſt, 
and Petty-Juries for preſenting and try- 
ing all Offenders. 

There are beſides Quarter Seſſions held 
by the Juſtices in every Pariſh, where Con- 


ſtables are appointed. 


The Coroners for the ſeveral Pariſhes are 
appointed by the Commander in Chief. 

The Secretary, Clerk of the Council, and 
Clerks of the ſeveral Courts, the Regiſter and 
Examiner in Chancery, and Clerk of the 
Crown; the Provoſt Marſhal, Serjeant at. 


Arms, and Marſhal of the ſeveral Courts,

and the Clerk of the Market, are appointed 


by Patents, and the Offices executed by De- 
puties, named by the Pattentees or their At- 


tornies; and when that is not done, the Com- 


mander in Chief appoints the Officer to ſup · 
ply any Vacancy. 

The Auditor General is appointed by the 
Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, and executes 
his Office here by a Deputy. 

The Surveyor General of the Cuſtoms, 
with the Collectors, Comptrollers, Searchers 
and Waiters, are appointed by the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Cuſtoms; and on any Vacancy 


the Surveyor General nominates till 1: is 


ſupply'd from England. 

The Naval Office is granted by Patent, 
and executed by a Deputy. 

The Surveyors of Land are appointed by 
the Commander in Chief. 

All Commanders of Veſſels arriving at 
the I7and, are obliged under large Forfei- 
tures, immediately to deliver true Manifeſts 
of their Loacings to the Governor's Officer, 
call'd the Naval Officer, and to the Trea- 


ſurer ; and to enter and clear with the Store- 


keeper of the Magazine, and the Secretary 
and if the Veſſel] breaks Bulk, ſhe mult alſo 
be regularly enter'd and clear'd at the 
Cuſtom Houſe, as well as at all the other 
Offices, and pay a Pound of n for 
every Ten ſhe meaſures, 
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The Freeholders in every Pariſh, in the 
Month of January, annually make Choice 
of ſixteen Freeholders of the Pariſh to be a 
Veſtry ; eight of whom with the Rector are 
a Quorum for tranſacting all Affairs of the 
Pariſh, They annually make choice of a a 
Church- Warden, Surveyors of the High- 
ways, and Overſeers of the Poor, and lay 
Aſſeſſments for defraying the Pariſh Char- 
ges; which Aſſeſſment after being publiſn'd 
three Sundays in the Pariſh Church, if no 
Exception is taken thereto, is continued by 
the Commander in Chief in Council, but if 
any Exception is taken, it is determined by 
the Governor and Council, who are im- 

wer'd to increaſe or leſſen any Perſon's 
Aſſeſſment, The Rectors of the eleven Pa- 
riſhes are collated by the Governor, and al- 
lowed by Law, a Salary of 150 J. per An- 
num, payable quarterly, and have beſides ſe- 
veral other Perquiſites, which in ſome Pa- 
riſhes are very conſiderable. | 

There are five Diviſions in the Iſland, . 
called the Windward of Oiſtines, St. Mich- 
ael's, St. Fames's, or the Hole, Reed's Bay, 
and Speights's or the Leeward ; the Gunners 
and Matroſſes belonging to which, are ap- 
pointed by the Commander in Chief, and 
are under the Command of the Colonels of 
the Foot to which thoſe Diviſions belong. 
The Salaries of theſe Gunners and Matroſſes 
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ate aſcertained by Law; and, as many of 
them do little or no Duty, they are in peace- 
able Times a uſeleſs heavy Burthen on the 
Publick; and being — Freeholders, 
are made uſe of in influencing Elections. 

The Commiſſioners by Law appointed for 
taking care of, and repairing the Fortifica- 
tions, are the Members of Council and Aſ. 
ſembly, refident in each Pariſh, Diſtrict or 
Diviſion, together with all and every the 
Field Officers of the Iſland, in the Precindts 
where the Regiments are to which they be- 
long, or ſhall be poſted in caſe of Alarms; 
any three of which Commiſſioners make a. 
I. | 

The Governor ſometimes appoints a Maf- 
ter General of the Ordnance, a Lieutenant, 
Major and Brigadier General, and alſo a 
Judge Advocate, and Secretary at War, 
who aſſiſt at a Council at War; which when 
held, is compos'd of all General and Field 


Officers in the INand, The Commander in 


Chief, as. Captain General, preſides; but 
ſometimes grants a Commiſſion to another 
Officer, to be Preſident of the Council of 
War. 

There are ſix Regiments of Foot and two 
of Horſe, beſides a Treop of Horſe belong- 
ing to the Iſland, call'd — Troop of Horſe 
1 the Royal Regiment of Foot 
Guards, the Windward Regiments of Horſe 


and 
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and of Foot, the flying Regiment of Foot, 


St. James's or the Hole Regiment of Foot, 
Scotland Regiment of Foot, and the Lee- 
ward Regiments of Horſe and of Foot. 
There 1s alſo a good Train of Artillery, 
with a Maſter Gunner and Matroſſes be 
longing to it, as well as a Captain and 
Men appointed to. guard the Magazine. 
Should the Hand ever be invaded, there 
is no Doubt, but the Inhabitants will behave 
themſelves with Bravery and Gallantry in 
Defence of their Properties and Liberties, 
and be able to repell under proper Com- 
manders, any Force that it can well be ſup- 
poſed may be ſpared by their Enemies to 


attack them. And ſhould we be favoured 


with the additional Aſſiſtance of ſome Ships 


of War, the Trade of the Hand may always 


be protected, and perhaps a ſufficient Force 
ſpared from hence, to make a Deſcent on 
our Neighbours the French, if they ſhould 
ever attempt to invade any of the Leeward 


Iſlands, 
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
